The Hohenzollerns also claim. their 
ninety estates, consisting of. castles, 
farms, forests and moorlands, only 
seven being crown domains and all 
the rest their, private property. The 
Finance Minister is investigating this 
claim, as. the revolutionary Govern- 
ment has provisionally decided to con- 
fiscate all crown property. 

Prince Eitel Fritz. and Count zu

instance, as: private property Bellevue 
Palace and Monbijou Palace, with the 
English church, both in Berlin;: thir- 
teen ‘palaces at Potsdam, Wilhelms- 
hihe Palace in Cassel, where Napo- 
leon III. was.confined after Sedan, 
and palaces in Charlottenburg, Co- 
blenz,’ Wiesbaden, Frelenwalde, and 
many’ other places, as well as the 
well-known farming estate of Kadinen 
and the/ famous merry resort of 
Rominten. 

Besides, . the sakauinnews 
house property in Trouville, France, 
Achilleon, Corfu, ‘and the Cafarelli 
‘Palace’ in Rome. It is thought that 
all this property, though difficult to 
realize on at present, represents enor- 
mous values which -will keep tha 
Hohenzolierns very comfortably if 
they are permitted to retain it.

Paris dispatch prompted Senator Lodge 
to introduce today a resolution calling 
on the State Department for information 
as to whether the American’ delegates 
were advocating destruction of. the 
enemy ships, and, if so, by what au- 
thority. The resolution was left on the 
table without” discussion, and Senator 
Lodge may touch upon the subject in an 
address he announced today he would 
deliver in the Senate Saturday. 

While the impression has been given 
that the Navy Department. probably 
would not look with favor upon sending 
the German ships to the bottom, some 
officers pointed today. to practical .ob- 
stacles to absorption of the surrendered 
vessels by the allied and American 
navies. They said that, owing to dif- 
ferences in» design and equipment ° be- 
tween the capital craft of the: German 
fleet and those of any other naval power 
the military value of the ships to. the 
victors would be far from as great as 
might be thought. . 

The German ships were built, it was 
explained, on theories. that differ funda- 
mentally. from British, American, Frénch, 
or Italian ideas. of naval construction. 
Only. in the case of.the most modern 
German dreadnoughts or’battle cruisers, 
one officer said, would the extensive re- 
construction necessary to make. them 
part of homogeneous fighting fleets be 
justified.

As a peace-time element of the navies 


of the associated powers some officers 
were inclined to think that the chief 
value of most of the surrendered capital 
craft would be as trophies of the victory, 
to be pointed to as.an object lesson to 
any other power that might become 
swelled with ambition for world con-

It was recalled, however, that some 
of\the Spanish ships sunk by the Amer- 
ican fleet at Santiago. in 1898 were 
raised and used*by the American Navy, 
and that Japan made simiiar use of 
Russian ships captured in 1904, after 
rebuilding them. 

At the outbreak of! the ears war,

Rathenau, Head of Great Indas- 
try, Predicts the “Balkaniza- 


tion of Europe.”

LONDON, Dec. 19.—H. T. Greenwall, 
The Daily Express correspondent, has In- 
terviewed in Berlin Dr. Rathenau, head 
of the German General Electrical Com- 
pany, one of the largest employers of 
labor in Germany. He said: 

‘“"iGermany is ruined’ for generations 
to come. 
that has happened in any country foi 
2,000 years. We are ruined politicelly, 
industrially, azd economically. 

‘* All our people here do not. yet know 
the truth. I told the German people 
that they would lose the war, but.cvery- 
body scoffed at me, 

‘We have a population of nearly 70,- 
000,000. Half of them can live on what 
grows’on our soil or is found below it. 
The other half live on the industries 
for which all’ materials have to be 
bought and paid for by what: they sell... 

** Now our colonies are going; .and.Al- 
sacé-Lorraine, too, with all the ores and 
the greater, part of the potash: produc- 
tion...,: There da “danger: of: Tosing ottien 
parts of our country, the Danish: and so- 
called Polish districts, which in realty 
are German. 

‘Then domes the einiatictid of indem- 
nities If the indemnities are~high, . the 
interest and repayments will take our 
savings and we shall have nothing with 
which to expand our industries... Black 
ruin. will face. us, ‘and there will be a 
— tide of emigration probably to 

outh America and the Far East and 

certainly to Russia. It will, be mest 
dreadful, and the result will. be the 
Balkanization of Europe. 

“The disappearance of Germany from 
a position of importance will be the 
most dangerous fact in history. . Sooner 
or later the Eastern powérs will press 
on the Western civilization.’’ 

Turning to the food question, Dr. 

Rathenau said: 
- “Germany has been hungry for three 
years, but is not yet.starving, Every- 
body who sees Germany will say that 
she is not starving now, and that is per- 
fectly true. But if you talk of. provi- 
sions to be found in Germany, you must 
say truthfully that they will be ex- 
hausted in two months; and if you wait 
until then to send food, it will be too 
late, because 70,000,000 people cannot be 
fed as easily as, say, 7,000,000 Belgians. 
Ships. are the greatest facto¥ in feed- 
ing Germany.”’ 

“Tf the Allies do not send food within 
two months, what will happen?’ the 
correspondent asked.

The Harvard School of Bngineering 
has been reorganized and its courses will 
be open to students on Jan. 1, continu- 
fag during the Summer to ehable the 
entrants to complete a full year’s work 


by the opening of the next academic’ afford 


year in September. Some time age Har- 
yard University and the Massachusetts 
Tustitute of Technology agreed to com- 
bine effort in engineering instruction, 
making use of funds provided under the 
will of the late Gordon McKay. The 
agreement was objected to and the 
Massachusetts Supreme Court held that 
the arrangement was not in accord with 
the provisions of the will. The new ar- 
rafigement has been approved both by 
the trustees of the McKay estate and by 
the governing boards of the university. 

The instruction will be carried on en- 
tirely by a Harvard Faculty, appointed 
by the university governing boards, and 
students who satisfactorily complete 
four years of study will receive the de- 
gtee of bachelor of science. Higher de- 
grees will be granted after additional 
study. Generally speaking, the work 
will be carried on in the classrooms and 
laboratories of the university, but ar- 
rangements may be made, from time to 
time, to utilize the facilities of other 
ihetitutions, especially in the advanced 
teehnical courses. Instruction will be 
offered in the following subjects; me- 
chanical engineering, civil engineering, 
sanitary engineering, electrical engineer- 
fag, mining and metallury, and indus- 
thal chemistry.

WASHINGTON,. Dec. 19.—Secretary 


Glass issued a statefhent to the Ameri- 
can people today calling for continued 
co-operation in meeting the financial 
requirements of the vernment and 
urging that the habits of rift, ac- 
quit in. the war period, suffer no 
change at this time. . 

He asked that the organizations of 
patriotic men and women, who gave

In part his statement says: 

** Millions ef Americans have con- 
tributed in the most vital, tangible, and 
necessary way to the_winnin of the 
war. They have loaned their dollars to 
their coun wtih no small sacrifice o 
Eepores eomfert and enjoyment, an 

ave given largely of personal effort 
and service. For ail time we have dis- 
proved the slander that Amerfcans are 
@ money-loving people, incapable of 
rising above materialistic things. In 
the eighteen short months of the war 
the American ple subscribed for $18,- 
000,000,000 of Libefty bonds and ar 
Savings Certificates. The banking in- 
stitutions and the people of the country 
financed the requirements of the war in 
anticipation of the Liberty Loans and of 
the taxes for the fiscal year.ended June 
30, 1918, by the purchase of a total of 
$12,500,000,000 of ‘'Breasury certificates 
of indebtedness, all of which had been 
retired or provided for out of taxes or 
bond issues at the time the armistice 
was signed.

York Captain L. H. Saben and six mem- 

rs of the crew of:the American 
schooner William Cobb, wrecked early 
in November about 300 miles north of 
Bermuda. They were picked up’and tak- 
en to Gibraltar by the Leland Line 
steamship Alexander: 

Captain Saben said that in the rough 
weather encountered after she sailed 
from Halifax in the latter part of Octo- 
ber the schooner had:difficulty in’ mak- 
ing headway against rough seas. The 
most severe s of weather was en- 
countered on Nov. 5. Her canvas was 
torn to ribbons and her masts broken 
off. Water Pounded down upon hér 
deck as she ll off into the sea, and 
there were times when alh the men could 
do Was to crouch down behind the deck 
house. Under the fearful strain she be- 
= to leak, and within a very few 

ours was waterlogged. 

The crew tried to launch a boat, but 
it had no sooner struck the water than 
it was smashed by a giant sea. The 
men then-constructed a raft, and in this 
they left the schooner. For five days 
they managed to hold on to the raft in 
terrible weather. They had but little 
food and water and were famished 
when rescued. 

Three times did Christian Hansen, the 
cook, slip from the raft from sheer ex- 
haustion, and each time he was rescued 
by Mike Walli, a seaman. Hansen has 
been on seven different vessels since the 
war began. He was in the galley of the 
schooner Hattie Jones when she was 
sunk by a torpedo off the American 
coast. He was kept prisoner with 
others for several days on the U-boat 
which sank her. Hisgnext experience 
was on the steamship Zeelandia, which 
was also torpedoed. He was torpedoed 
for a third time while on the Norwegian 
bark Thor.

RESTORE EHRET PROPERTY. 


Garvan Announces Action on Behalf 
of Custodian Palmer. 


Francis P._Garvan, Managing agg 6 
for the Alien Property Custodian, made 
the following announcement with refer- 
ence to the Ehret estate last night: 

“The property belonging to George 
Ehret, which. was taken over by tha 
Alien Property Custodian on May 2, 1918, 
has been returned to Mr. Ehret. by order 
made by the Attorney General. The ap- 
plication made by George Ehret for the 
return of his property was not opposed 
by the Alien Property Custodian, A. 
Mitchell Palmer. 

“The taking over of the property 
should in no way be taken as a reflec- 
tion on the patriotism or loyalty of Mr. 
Ehret as an American citizen. Under the 
Trading with the Enemy act, the Alien 
Property Custodian wads obliged to take 
control of property here belonging to 
American citizens who were at the out- 
break of the war actually in Germany. 

‘Mr. Ehret having returned to this 
country and having established his 
American citizenship, his appl.cation for 
the return of the property was granted.”’ 


BANK OFFERS A REWARD. 


Brooklyn Institution Stimulates 
Search for’ Holdup Men. 


A reward of $2,500 for the arrest of 
the two gunmen who killed the Assistant 
Treasurer and the teller of the East 
Brooklyn Savings Bank and got $13,000 
of its funds on Dec. 13 was offered 
by the Trustees of the institution at a 
meeting’ last night at the bank.

Passengers carried a@ mile last year were 
1.966 cents and from freight ber ton\ 
0.722 cent. 

Thus the average increase under Fed- 
eral control is slightly more than 28 per 
cent. in each case.

STOCK EXCHANGE CLEARINGS. 

Clearing debits and credits between 
banks and cleafing purchases and 
sales between dealers in stocks are the 
same in principle. There is an éxist- 
ing system for clearing of Stock Bx- 
changé business, with presumption in 
favor of enlarging it, rather than of 
adopting the foreign system of fort- 
nightly settlements. The intention 
and the effect of the two proposals are 
similar, that is, to reduce the demande. 
of dealings in securities upon the Nquid 
funds which are better devoted to busi- 
ness in producing or distributing com- 
miodities. The latter is the more im- 
portant, but the former is the more 
conspicuous, and a goodly share of it 
is speculative, rather than meritori« 
ous, investrient.

A substitute for the committee’s bill, 
proposing .largé tax increases, princi- 
pally on big incomes and war-exctss 
Frofits, was introduced late in the day 
by Senator La Follette, Republican, of 
Wisconsin, who is expected to make @ 
lengthy address tomorrow in its behalf.
